evasively and temporarily, by authori- 
ties lawfully constituted to do such 
service.

TRIKES are highly prevalent. In 

New York, at this writing, the 
subway work is suspended pending ac- 
quiescence with the aspirations of the 
Italian laborers for more pay. Two 
organizations of carpenters are keep- 
ing each other idle, a defensive lock- 
out of the dealers in building materials 
has pretty much stopped building oper- 
ations, and the iron-workers who put 
together the frames of big buildings 
are also resting. In Chicago there is a 
big laundry strike among many others, 
and dirty shirts and napkins are in 
fashion; in New Haven the hackmen’s 
union has been making funerals diffi- 
cult and tumultuous; in Schenectady 
there is somewhat more than the usual 
prevalence of labor difficulties, and it 
is a poor and obscure city that is not 
more or less torn up with differences 
between employers and employed. 
Happily the fishing and baseball sea- 
son has set in, and the irksomeness of 
idleness is considerably allayed by 
those and other sports, and by pleasant 
weather. Meanwhile the board of emi- 
nent gentlemen which was invented 
a year or two ago to compose all 
labor difficulties in the bud seems not

to be of much potency in bringing in 
the millennial conditions it hoped to 
promote. But vastly more people are 
working than are idle and the idle 
ones cannot remain idle forever. 


A DDRESSING a

delegation of 
Americans, the Pope recently 
predicted the prosperity of our repub- 


_lic, which he said was the stronghold 


of true liberty. Still more hopeful for 
us is the new Archbishop of Chicago. 
He has been looking over his charge, 
and is quoted as saying at a reception 
in Chicago: ‘‘Since I have seen the 
Western parochial schools I have come 
to the conclusion that in fifty years, if 
things go on as at present, the Catholic 
Church will actually own the West. 
Within twenty years this country is 
going to rule the world. The West 
will dominate the country, and the 
(Western) generation that follows us 
will be exclusively Catholic. When 
the United States rules the world, the 
Catholic Church will rule the world.” 

Such candor is somewhat unusual in 
a Roman Catholic prelate. It is pos- 
sible that Archbishop Quigley has 
been misreported, but there is a good 
deal of basis for such hopes as he ex- 
presses. Our brother, Mark Twain, 
has expressed opinions not unlike the 
Archbishop’s, though Brother Mark 
thinks that the Christian Scientists 
will give the Catholics a hard run for 
the dominant place. The anticipa- 
tions which the Archbishop bases on 
his inspection of the Western parochial 
schools may also find support in other 
manifestations. Some of the richest 
and most powerful American families 
tend strongly nowadays towards Rome. 
Two of the richest of the younger Van- 
derbilts have married Roman Catholic 
women ; the family of the redoubtable 
James Hill, mightiest of all the West- 
erners, is of the same faith, and Mr. 
Hill himself is one of the great bene- 
factors and promoters of the Holy 
Father’s wonderful machine. Immi- 
gration, too, is largely Roman Catholic 
nowadays, and immigrants never came 
so fast. Archbishop Quigley may be 
oversanguine ; probably he is; but 
though he may be rash, he is far from 
being ridiculous. 
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ATHER a good innovation in religious publication has been introduced 

by Thomas Douglas in A Quiver of Arrows. The volume is a digest 

of the sermons of David J. Burrell, rector of the Marble Collegiate’Church, 

and the short articles resulting are clear and impressive from a strictly ortho- 
dox point of view. (Funk and Wagnalls Company. $1.25.) 


Republics Versus Woman is a diverting rodomontade from the pen of Mrs. 
Woolsey, a lady who claims that man is woman’s natural enemy and that the 
United States is his most successful stamping-ground. Mrs. Woolsey is an 
advocate of woman’s rights—a worthy cause which has suffered grievously 
at the hands of its friends. (The Grafton Press.) 

Handicapped Among the Free, by Emma Raynor, is a novel evidently in- 
tended as a modern Uncle Tom’s Cabin. It'refers to present conditions among 

the colored population of the South, it is well written, and, in spite 
of there being much more of it than necessary, it is interesting. 
But although the individual incidents are doubtless 
true, as the author tells us, this does not prevent them, 
when presented as successive events in a single life, 
from making a collective untruth. (Dodd, Mead and 
Company. $1.50.) 

But the most thought-arresting challenge in the 
whole race problem campaign is a little volume by 
William I. Burghardt Dubois, a negro, entitled The 
Souls of Black Folks. The writer's culture, his con- 
tinence, and perhaps most of all his sincere, simple and 
lucid attempt to make clear to the white race 
the subjective view-point of the black, gives 
the book an importance which deserves the 
strongest emphasis. (A. C. MeClurg

Harold MacGrath has written a rat- 
tling romance in The Grey Cloak. He 
announces ‘‘a story for the story's sake” 
as hisecreed,and he lives upto it.

profitably nowadays in America, by American parents, to 
work with pick and shovel. It is cheaper and more 
satisfactory to get Italians. That is one thing that 
is at the bottom of the great American family question. 
It would be just as easy for America to raise its own 
working population as for New York State to raise its 
own colts, if it were profitable. In the early days in 
America, when a handful of people rattled around in a 
vast country, families were large, and the population 
doubled at short intervals from its natural increase. Now 
families are smaller, and the increase comes largely by 
importation. The. number of colts and the number of 
children raised in the State of New York depend, both of 
them, on the laws of demand and supply, and the activity 


of competition. Lots of colts are raised in New York. 
* * * 


y,ARMERS raise them for the love of it, and also because, 
not being professional horse-dealers, they think it may 

be profitable. So it may, if the colt happens to be excep- 
tionally good, and takes care of himself, and thrives on a 
moderate amount of nourishment. But nothing like as 
many colts are raised as might be raised, if it were not 
more profitable to buy full-grown horses westof the Missis- 
sippi River or north of the Great Lakes, and bring to New 
York State, than to raise home-grown horses. Lots of 
children are raised by American-born parents in New York 
State, and always will be, please God, but not nearly so 
many as would be raised, if it were not for the lively com- 
petition of foreign-born parents,.and the abundance and 
comparative cheapness of ready-made, foreign-born labor. 
New York farmers raise colts for their own use, for the 
love of colts or as an incident of farm life. New York 
parents raise children for the love of children and 





to a mining company in Colorado, and 
agreed with them that their fare should be 
paid to their destination, and that fifty 
cents a week should be stopped out of their 
wages until the amount was paid back. 
* * * 
HEY started, ‘“‘but at Omaha,’’ 
said Bingham, ‘‘every man of 
them jumped the train!’’

as an incident of family life. They don’t raise them 
to supply the general demand for population, and 
there is no prospect that they ever will again. They 
are not concerned about their duty to the race. The 
race won’t take care of their children; let the race look out 
for itself. They raise children from selfish motives, be- 
cause they like them in the abstract, and love them in the 
concrete ; because life without children is incomplete; _ be- 
cause they get bigger returns for their outlay of time, 
pains and money in children, than in anything else. 
American parents never did raise children for any other 
reason, that I know of, than that they wanted them, but 
when the demand for American-born children was more 
urgent, and substitutes for them were less readily obtained, 
they wanted more. They won’t raise enough now to 
supply the pick and shovel industry. 
* * * 

O wonder! Pick and shovel work has changed 

its character. In old times it was inter- 
mittent. The average American took a hand 
in digging a cellar when there was one to dig, 
and the job being done went on to share the 
building of the house, and when that was done 
he livedinit. He did his own work, and it was greatly diver- 
sified. But now all work is specialized, and pick and shovel 
workis aspecialty like everything else. It is not one which 
American-born men, as a rule, find as yet profitable to 
compete in, or to raise children for. Is there any complaint 
of a dearth of American-born men for railroad officers, bank 
officers, merchants, inventors, drummers, traders, teachers, 
public officials, editors, preachers, doctors, lawyers or engi-

neers? Not any that is noticeable. There seem to be home- 
grown American children enough to compete for all the 
more lucrative and desirable employments—for all employ- 
ments that call for trained intelligence.
